Tausig-Bricker  Bury  the  Hatch- 
et activities  will  have  to  pass  a 
board  of  censorship  in  future 
years,  following  conviction  of  the 
two  units  of  "discourtesy,  lack  of 
consideration,  definite  indecen- 
cies and  insult”  by  the  Inter-or- 
galzational  Council  penal  court 
last  Tuesday. 

Particular  objection  was 
raised  to  signs  ami  publica- 
tions used  by  both  units, 
which  were  “not  in  accord 
with  the  standards  set  up  by 
this  university.” 

Winston  Jeppson  acted  as.  chief 
of  a body  of  five  judges  who 
heard  prosecuting  atomey  Bob 
Green  bring  charges.  The  units 
were  defended  by  John  Mangum 
Clerk  of  the  court  was  Lillian 
Schipper,  and  Russ  Taylor  was 
Ballif. 

Acting  to  avoid  infringements 
upon  the  high  moral  standards 
by  BYU,  the  court  rules  that  the 
defendants  were  guilty  as 
charged,  and  recommended  that 
the  annual  Bricker-Tausig  activi- 
ties be  continued,  but  that  signs 
and  literature  to  be  displayed  on 
campus  be  approved  by  a com- 
mittee of  IOC  members.

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The  Final  Attempt  . . . 

Dear  Editor: 

Now,  after  two  quiet  attempts  to  call  attention  to  a deplorable 
situation — that  of  parking  and  driving  on  campus — we  now  offer 
something  in  the  way  of  constructive  criticism. 

First  of  all,  one  of  the  biggest  problems  is  adequate  parking 
space  within  at  least  a reasonable  walking  distance  from  class 
buildings.  Actually,  there  is  sufficient,  yet  more  than  a dozen  cars 
a day  are  parked  illegally  in  their  owner’s  haste  or  determination 
to  park  in  a place  within  striking  distance  of  their  destination. 

Lot  Attendant  Needed 

This  problem  could  be  remedied  with  a parking  lot  attendant. 
A considerable  amount  of  legal  parking  space  is  wasted  each  day 
by  persons  who  do  not  know  hoW,  or  do  not  take  sufficient  time  or 
notice,  to  park  their  cars  correctly.  As  a result,  two  possible  park- 
ing areas  are  taken  by  one  car,  and  in  some  situations,  even  more. 

Cars  are  piled  helter-skelter  in  parking  lots,  making  it  im- 
practical for  late  comers  to  get  hi  (why  do  the  first  ones  there 
insist  on  parking  in  the  entrance)  and  intimidating  those  who 
anticipate  removing  their  ear  early  in  the  day. 

Buick  vs.  Students 

The  other  problem  is  the  successful  blending  of  automobiles 
and  pedestrians,  which  at  present  seems  to  present  a somewhat 
bloodcurdling  situation. 

But  why  not  give  the  autoists  a chance  too?  A traffic  cop 
at  the  intersections  that  could  hold  up  pedestrians  for  a minute 
or  two  in  order  to  let  a backwash  of  motorists  pass  by  would 
do  much  to  alleviate  this  condition  and  salve  smoldering  feelings 
and  tire  treads. 

Worse  Every  Day 

But  something  should  be  done  about  this  condition.  It  gets 
worse  each  day — with  more  “pazzants”  obtaining  motive  transpor- 
tation, and  those  already  engaged  in  the  rat  race  getting  weary  of 
the  way  things  stand.  Why,  even  the  cars  are  tired.  (Ouch!— Ed.) 

And  pedestrians  have  been  reduced  to  two  classes — the  quick 
and  the  dead.

Facing  an  en- 
emy who  charged  over  mine 
fields  and  barbed  wire  up  to 
the  mouths  of  U.  S.  cannon, 
our  soldiers  inflicted  telling 
losses.  At  weeks  end,  an  es- 
t i m a t e d 48,000  communists 
were  casualties. 

Repulsed  but  not  beaten,  the 
communists  continue  to  regroup 
in  preparation  for  more  action. 

What  about  H.S.T.?... 

The  fading  inquiry  into  the 
MacArthur  idsmissal  assumed 
new  life  Saturday  when  Senator 
Wiley  of  Wisconsin  demanded 
that  President  Truman  be  called 
to  testify. 

Wiley,  a Republican  member  of 
the  Senate  Foreign  Relations 
Committee,  suggested  that  the 
President  be  subpenaed  if  neces- 
sary. This  suggestion  seems 
laughable.  President  Truman  has 
no  intentions  of  fattening  the  Re- 
publican cause,  and  is  not  likely 
to  make  any  move  that  does  not 
fit  Democratic  plans. 

After  the  failure  to  gaj.n  con- 
tempt action  against  General 
Bradley,  any  move  to  force  the 
President  to  speak  is  a failure 
before  it  begins. 

Oil's  Well..? 

The  American-approved  note 
from,  Britain  to  Iran,  pertaining 
to  the  Iranian  oil  seizure  has 
finally  been  delivered.  Deplorable 
governmental  conditions  in  Iran 
are  demonstrated  by  the  Premier, 
Mohammed  Mossadegh.  He  has 
barricaded  in  offices  in  the  parli- 
ament building,  so  that  the  note 
had  to  be  delivered  to  Foreign 
Minister  Bagher  Kazemi. 

As  expected,  the  note  received 
a cold  reception.  It  has  been 
branded  as  "just  the  same  old 
nonsense.”  '

Making  its  long  awaited  ap- 
pearance yesterday,  the  Wye,  lit- 
erary magazine  of  Brigham 
Young  University,  met  with  some- 
thing less  than  phenomenal  sales, 
partly  due  to  ignorance  on  the 
studentbody’s  part  as  to  the  mag- 
azine’s contents  and  value — both 
literary  and  aesthetically.  •. 

It  will  be  the  purpose  of  this 
review,  then,  to  attempt  to  ac- 
quaint readers  with  what 'might 
be  termed  “one  of  the  finest  col- 
legiate literary  magazines  to  ap- 
pear at  this,  or  any  school. 

Cover  “Arty” 

To  begin  with,  there  is  the 
cover.  One  student’s  comment  is, 
"It’s  just  terrible.”  However, 
since  the  function  of  a magazine’s 
cover  is  to  attract  attention  to 
the  magazine,  as  well  as  intro- 
duce the  contents,  it  is  felt  the 
“arty”  illustration  does  just  this, 
although  the  cover  may  have 
meaining  only  for  the  artist  and 
editors. 

There  are  within  the  maga- 
zine three  articles — any  one 
of  which  would,  by  itself,  lie 
reason  enough  for  the  publi- 
cation of  this  year’s  WYE.
